Officials Await Word 
On Kidnapped Editor

instructions today on how to 
deliver $700,000 in ransom to' a 
self-styled guerrilla army that 
kidnaped editor Reg Murphy in 
a strike against the “leftist, 
liberal” news media. 
Murphy said in a 
tape 
recorded 
message 
Thursday 
night that his captors, the 
“American Revolutionary Ar­ 
mies,” would relay the instruc­ 
tions in a “random” telephone 
call to “somebody in the 
Atlanta metropolitan area.” 
The ransom will be paid as 
soon as the instructions are 
received, according to William 
Fields, executive editor of the 


Constitution, owned by the 
powerful Cox newspaper group. 
Public offers of donations 
began flooding the Constitution, 
G e o r g i a’s largest mornmg 
newspaper, soon, after Murphy’s 
tape recording was broadcast 
on television and radio stations 
Thursday night. 
“We took their names and 
said we might get back to them 
if some sort of program for 
donations is set up,' said a 
switchboard operator. 
Murphy, 40-year-old father of 
two teen-age daughters who 
was abducted 
after leaving 
home Wednesday night, said he 
was being treated courteously 
and was in no immediate 
danger “unless law enforce­ 
ment agencies should try to 
find out where I am or where 1 
am going to be transported.” 
Ransom Instructions 
The ransom money, Murphy 
said, should, be in five-, 10-, 20- 
a nd 50-dollar denominations, 
packaged in plastic bags, and it 
should not Ik* new currency or 
have any particular sequence to 
the serial, numbers. 
Bowen Signs Total Of 155 
Bills Into Law; Vetoes 2 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - 
Governor Bowen completed 
work, on the 165 bills he receiv­ 
ed frohi the 1974 Legislature 
late Thursday, and in the proc­ 
ess he signed 155, let two be­ 
come law without his signature 
and, vetoed eight. 
A 166th bill the legislature 
passed—House Bill 1395—failed 
to reach Bowen’s desk and leg­ 
islative officials are checking to 
see what happened to it. This 
was a significant bill that would 
have required all employers to 
comply with established occu­ 
pational health and safety 
standards (OHSA). The bill pro­ 
vied that 60' days after such 
health and safety standards are 
set by the U. S. secretary of 
labor, they become effective as 
Indiana standards. 
Three of the bills signed by 
Bowen Thursday also relate to 
labor - management relation­ 
ships. including an increase in 
the maximum weekly unemploy­ 
ment benefits beginning July 7. 
The new law will mean that 
persons qualified for unemploy­ 
ment benefits after that date 
will get at least $10 a week 
more than they now are get­ 
ting, and possibly more,. 
Benefits Hiked 
The new law increases the 
unemployment pay Irom $20 to 
$30 a week and increases the 
máximums also. The new máxi­ 
mums vary according to de­ 
pendents. The new weekly máx­ 
imums are $60 for an idled 
worker with no dependents, $70 
with one dependent, $80 with 
two dependents, $90 with three 
dependents, and $100 with four 
or more dependents. The old 
máximums were, in the same 
order, $50, $57, $63, $69 and $75. 
The other two labor-manage­ 
ment bills signed Thursday by 
Bowen will: 
—Set a maximum of $135 and 
a minimum of $75 average 
weekly wages to be used in fig- 
uri n g work men's com, pen sa t ion 
in cases of disability The wreek- 
ly compensation would be two- 
thirds of this average not to ex­ 
ceed 500 weeks for total disabil­ 
ity or 300 weeks for less than 
total. It sets a maximum of 
$45,000 that may be paid for 
any injury occurring on or after 
July 1. It starts first week of 
disability after the 21st-day off 
work instead of after the 28th. 
day.—Set the same máximums of 
two thirds of $135 a week—or 
$90—for death benefits under 
the occupational disease law, 
and the maximum payments at 
500 weeks. It adds coal dust in­ 
halation as an occupational dis­ 
ease and starts disability pay­ 
ments with, the 21st day off in­ 
stead of the 28th day . 
The governor signed nine bills 
Thursday, and vetoed one. 
Among other bills signed into 
law, in addition to' the three on 
unemployment pay, workmen’s 
compensation and occupational 


diseases compensation, were 
these which: 
—Take away from the State 
Pharmacy Board the authority 
it held under a prior law to 
identify certain drugs as con­ 
trolled substances and spelled 
out these drugs in a new law. 
Some lawyers in the legislature 
felt this procedure in which the 
state board adopted new addi­ 
tions or deletions according to 
what the federal officials did 
was an unconstitutional delega­ 
tion of legislative authority. In 
the course of making the 
change, the new law also stif­ 
fened the penalties fjpr posses­ 
sion and delivery of narcotic 
drugs. It left marijuana penal­ 
ties still as misdemeanors. 
Time Limit Extended 
—Extends the time in which 
an uninsured motorist must file 
proof of financial responsibility 
following an accident from 60 
days to 90 days and provides 
that the proof be maintained 
during three years following a 
license suspension or revoca­ 
tion. 
—Give the lieutenant governor 
investigatory powers in admin­ 
istering the licensing and bond­ 
ing, for agricultural comm.odit.ies 
warehouses, including that of 
issuing subpoenas and promul­ 
gation of rules and regulations. 
— Expand the number of 
members on the Allen County 
Building Board from five to 
seven, adding the mayor and an 
additional appointee by the 
county commissioners and other 
changes. 
—Increase the powers of the 
Allen County Advisory Plan 
Commission. 
—Replaces the four-member 
Evansville Waterworks District 
Board with a five-member 
board and extends its jurisdic­ 
tion to five miles outside the 
city, effective March 1 
The last bill to come under 
Bowen’s, veto already had the 
sign of death over it because of 
a Feb. 15 opinion by Attorney 
General Theodore L Sendak 
that it was unconstitutional. 
The bill would have enabled, the 
Marhoefer Packing Company, 
Muncie, to claim an income tax 
refund that some other Indiana 
packing companies won through 
a court suit. No company was 
mentioned by name but during 
debate in the legislature the 
Muncie company and the 
amount of $303,000 was men­ 
tioned. 
Bowen wrote that “I am 
aware of the concern of the 
legislature with the inquities 
which prompted the enactment 
of this measure and share this 
concern. However, I am ad­ 
vised by the Attorney General 
that this act is unconstitutional, 
and I am not certain that the 
solution proposed by this act is 
in the best interests of all the 
tax.pa.yers of the state of Indi­ 
ana.” 


“I will be asked to open the 
pdastic bags and count them, in 
case there is anything afoot,” 
Murphy said. 
The editor said the American 
Revolut.ion.ary Armies, which 
the FBI and local authorities 
said they have no knowledge of, 
“feels that the American news 
media have been too leftist and 
too liberal. 
“They intend to do something 
about that,” he said. “That's 
the cause of my abduction.” 
Murphy said the American 
Rev lutionary Armies contend 
they have representatives in 
the major American cities and 
are “determined to return the 
American government to the 
American people... 
‘ ‘ The A ni er i ca n R c volutio n • 
ary Army tells me that they 
intend in the future to engage 
in guerrilla warfare throughout 
the country. They don’t intend 
to engage in bloodshed at this 
time.” 
Murphy Urges Calm 
One of the group's demands, 
although not tied to Murphy’s 
release, is that, all elected 
federa 1 
govern ni e n t off id a Is 
resign and that “free elections 
be held in the future,” Murphy 
said. 
Murphy said he was told by 
the ARA that his abduction, was 
originally planned to take place 
at the same time as the 
abduction of Patricia Hearst in 
San Francisco by the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army, but 
ci rcu m s I a it ce s p rev en ted this. 
He said, however, that he was 
told the two groups “don’t work 
in concert at all ... don’t share 
the same goals and don’t work 
in the same way. 
“They want to make it clear 
that they believe the American 
Revolutionary A r m i e s are 
stronger, belter organized, bet­ 
ter discipline 
dand 
better 
spread around the country than 
the SLA,” Murphy said.

Motorists Detour As Gas Line 
Ruptures And Catches On Fire 


WHEATLAND, Ind. (UPI) - 
A na’ural 2a- pipeline ruptured 
near this Vincennes area town 
todav and the fuel caught fire, 
sending a plume of flames into 
the air visible for miles. 
'The rupture occurred about a 
mil? east of Wheat!and, a town 
east of Vincennes and not far 
from the Indi ana.-Illinois border. 
Firemen from Bicknell and 
other communities in the area 
rushed to the scene with equip­ 
ment, and it was reported that 
the blaze was under control. 
Pipeline 
company 
crewmen 
were considering a plan to by­ 
pass 
temporarily 
the 
area 
where the break occurred to 
keep the constant flow of gas 
from feeding the flames. 
Nobody was hurt, persons at 
the scene said, and there ap­ 
peared to be no major danger 
to residents of the area. 
The glow of the fire was seen 
as 
far 
away 
as 
Vincennes, 
which is about 10 miles from 
Wheatland. 
Authorities blocked U S 50, a 
major transcontinental highway, 
between Wheatland and Wash­ 
ington because of the fire, forc­ 
ing motorists to detour. 
Strong, gusty winds blew the 


flames across the highway and 
up an embankment of the Balti­ 
more & Ohio railroad tracks 
nearby tike a blowtorch. 
James Steimel, a spokesman 
for Hoosier Gas Co., said the 
16-inch pipeline where toe rup­ 
ture occurred is operated by toe 
Texas Gas Transmission Co. 
The 
break 
occurred 
in 
a 
metering station where toe big 
pipeline enters and feeds two 
smaller pipelines, on» 10-Inch 
and one 6-inch, for Hoosier Gas 
to supply such nearby commun­ 
ities as Washington, Cannelburg, 
Montgomery and Loogootee. 
Authorities said valves were 
shut off on both sides of the 
station and the flames were ex­ 
pected to die out when to» gat 
in the line between the shutoff 
points was consumed. 
Steimel said gas pressure fell 
from a normal 156 pounds to' 
about 20 pounds in Washington, 
but the loss was restored partly 
from storage fields in the Glen­ 
dale 
area 
of 
Southeastern 
Daviess County. 
Police said there were reporta 
that a tornado hit the metering 
station, causing the rupture. Bat 
there was no confirmation of the 
report.

son of Dr. and Mrs. Frank Green 
(with John Neibaurer, MD) read the paper on 
“Primary Repair of Flexor Tendon Injuries 
in No-Man’s Land” before the section of the 
American Academy called the American 
Society for Surgery of the Hand. His brother, 
Dr. David Lot Green, read a paper before 
3.000 surgeons in the Main Arena on “Long 
Term Follow-Up of Austin-Moore Pros- 
theses.” The paper was written from a study 
of records with Otto Aufranc, MD, of Boston, 
Mass. Dr. David served a year’s fellowship 
under Dr. Aufranc at the Smith Peterson 
Clinic in Boston. This is a clinic renowned for 
success in hip and bone replacement surgery. 
At this meeting, Dr. William Louis Green 
was selected by the American Orthopaedic 
Society as one of four senior residents from 
the United States and one from Canada for a 
visiting fellowship. This will mean six weeks 
of travel during April and May, visiting 
medical centers in various parts of the United 
States and Canada to compare and observe 
different orthopedic programs. 
Bill is completing the last six months of this 
residency in Orthopaedic Surgery as a senior 
resident under his older brother, Dave. Dave 
is teaching and doing hip and knee replace­ 
ment surgery at the Kaiser Hospital in 
Oakland, California. This hospital is one of 12 
hospitals included in the teaching program of 
the University of California Medical Center in 
San Francisco. This was not preplanned or 
requested, but both Dave and Bill agree it is a 
great success, and they are enjoying the 
association together.

Conclusion of General 
Bushrod Johnson's Story 
Sometime 
in 
1860, 
Bushrod 
Rust 
Johnson 
returned 
to 
Cambridge City Indiana. He had 
decid«d to offer his services to 
Tennessee in case of war. His 
Indiana 
kin 
were 
becoming 
wealthy ánd famous in Wayne 
County. 
His 
brother, 
Nathan 
was a respected physician and 
land owner. His nephews would 
be statesmen and authors. One 
nephew, Nimrod was already in 
politics and a law partner to 
Oliver P. Morton. Bushrod left 
his son Charley in the care of 
his niece, Ruth Williams and 
the 
mentally retarded 
child 
spent the wax years 
in the 
north. 
Upon 
his 
return 
to 
the 
Volunteer state Bushrod was 
appointed 
a 
Major 
in 
the 
Tennessee militia. He was not 
content 
with 
this 
rank 
and 
bombarded Nashville and the 
C o n f e d e r a t e Capitol with 
requests 
for 
promotion. 
On 
January 
25, 
1862 
he 
was 
promoted by the rebel congress 
to Brigadier General. Two years 
later on May 21, 1864 he was 
a&ain raised to the rank of 
Major General in the butternut 
army. 
The records show that for the 
most part he fought bravely. 
But when the exhilaraton of 
battla was over ha did some 
odd things. For instance, when 
Fort 
Donelion 
tell 
to 
the 
yankees he abandoned his men 
and walked through union check 
points to freedom. He bluntly 
told his superiors that he did 
not wish to share the fate of 
his captured men. 
At Chickamauga Creek near 
Chattanooga Johnson's brigade 
won a decisive victory and held 
hack the union forces. Then 
instead of routinely reporting to 
his immediate a u p a r i o r, 
Longstreet ha spent three hours 
riding around in the darkness 
trying to find Army Commander 
Bragg. Ha wanted to inform 
Bra as that ha was safe. 
Thursday, April 6, 1964 found 
Lea's 
Army 
of 
Northern 
Virginia being 
chased south­ 
ward through Virginia by the 
blue belHes. the end was just 
a few days away at Appomatox 
and 
Major 
General 
Bushrod 
Johnson made his final blunder 
at Little Saylor's Creek. 
His troops along with those 
of 
Generals 
Anderson 
and 
Pickett 
were 
crossing 
Little 
Saylor’s Creek when they were 
surrounded by the yankees and 
caught is a murderous ambush. 
The union men were killing and 
burning everything in sight. Lee 
was too far ahead to help his 
junior officers and their troops. 
About four p.m., the butternut 
soldiers realised the situation 
was hopeless and enlisted men 
broke rank» and fled for their 
lives. 
Their 
officers 
couldn't 
stop the mass exodus and it 
was now every man for himself. 
Anderson, Pickett and Johnson 
abandoned 1,500 soldiers 
and 
fled to save their hides. 
Pickett and Anderson were 
smart enough not to return to 
General 
Lee. 
John 
fled 
to 
Confederate headquarters to tell 
Lee that he was safe and of­ 
fered the commanding general 
his further services. An enraged 
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Lee 
at 
first 
ignored 
his 
cowardly 
general 
and 
then 
o r d e r e d 
John’s 
command 
transferred to Brigadier General 
Henry A. Wise. On April 8, 1864 
Lee relieved Anderson, Johnson 
and Pickett of their commands 
without censure. On April 10, 
after the Appomatox surrender, 
Johnson was paroled by General 
Grand and returned to Nashville 
as a civilian. 
He was now forty-eight years 
old and unemployed. At first, 
he tried selling real estate and 
then soap. He was a failure as 
a 
salesman. 
Then 
it 
was 
decided to revive the Western 
M i l i t a r y 
Institute 
as 
an 
academy 
and 
he 
wa& 
made 
principal. His work was well 
r e c e i v e d 
by 
Nashville’s 
educational authorities but the 
school was a failure and closed 
in 1874. Once again he tried the 
sales trade, this time at St. 
Louis. This enterprise was futile 
and Bushrod gathered up his 
son for a trip to Illinois where 
he 
owned 
farmland 
he 
had 
never seen. 
His 195 acres were in southern 
Illinois near Springfield. When 
he arrived he found that his 
tenants, the family of Henry 
A. Roundtree had let the farm 
run down. The shrewd family 
quickly realized that Bushrod 
and his retarded son were not 
farmers. They took advantage 
of the former general whose 
health was failing. The evidence 
points to a contrived marriage 
between Charley Johnson and 
Ida Hayworth. A child was born 
to the couple just one month 
after their marriage. The bride 
was 
fourteen 
and 
Charley 
twenty-seven. The land would 
remain in the Hayworth family 
aince Charley died just one year 
after his father. 
During the summer of 1880, 
Bushrod had a stroke and was 
left paralyzed. On September 
12, 1880 Major General Bushrod 
Rust Johnson, C.S.A. died just 
short of his sixty-third birthday. 
He was buried in the church 
yard 
cemetery 
of 
the 
Miles 
Station Methodist Church. His 
stone mentions his rank but not 
as a confederate. Years later 
in 1960 vandals desecrated his 
stone and grave. The trustees 
of 
the 
abandoned 
cemetery 
were threatened a suit by a 
Tennessee 
historical 
society 
Unless the grave was repaired 
and kept up John’s remains 
would be exhumed and returned 
to Nashville to lay by his wife 
Mary. The trustees repaired the 
grave 
and 
remounted 
the 
headstone. B u s h r o d Rust 
Johnson 
the 
Yankee 
Quaker 
Confederate 
General 
lies

union soil far from his beloved 
Tennessee.

Jesus Appears To Disciples 
And Commissions Church 


The theme of the lesson today 
concerns the beginning of the 
Christian 
chu r ch. 
O s ten s ihly 
this beginning could scareely 
have been made under more 
unfavorable 
circumstances. 
Jesus had been crucified and 
his body consigned to a tomb. 
His disciples were demoralized 
and panicstricken. When their 
master had been arrested by 
a 'band of soldiers in the garden 
of Gethsemane they had fled 
in terror. Only Simon Peter 
stood his ground, but he later 
denied twice that he was a 
disciple 
of Jesus. 
Now 
the 
disciples were gathered behind 
locked doors in a house “for 
fear of the Jews.” 
This was perhaps the time of 
deepest dáspair recorded by the 
gospels. Indeed, if the story had 
ended here it is possible that 
there would never have been 
a Christian church and that the 
gospels themselves might never 
have been written. To all intents 
and purposes the ministry and 
witness of Jesus had ended in 
failure. The Jews had turned 
against him so decisively that 
even a Roman proconsul could 
not save him. He had been 
publicly humiliated. Finally, he 
was executed on 
a 
cross-a 
punishment 
meted 
out 
to 
common criminals designed to 
blacken their names in infamy. 


. Jesus Appears 
But then suddenly, as the 
desciples cowered behind the 
locked doors of the house in 
which 
they 
sought 
refuge, 
“Jesus came and stood among 
them and said to them ‘Peace 
he with, you.* ” The salutation 
was as important as the ap­ 
pearance was startling. “Peace 
be with you” was the usual 
greeting of the day and the fact 
that Jesus could give it in un­ 
concerned fashion indicated that 
his ministry had not ended in 
catastrophe but was continuing 
in accordance with divine plan. 
F u r t h e r m o r e the greeting 
showed 
that Christ 
did 
not 
condemn the disciples for their 
d e s e r t i o n 
of 
him 
at 
Gethsemane, hut loved tham 
still. 
Commission of Hie Church 
The words which follow the 


greeting are among the most 
important in Scripture because 
'they are .in effect the com­ 
mission of the Christian church. 
Jesus said to the disciples, “As 
the Father has sent me, even 
so I send you.” According to 
John, Jesus then “breathed on 
them and said to them, ‘Receive 
the Holy Spirit. If you forgive 
the 
sins of any, 
they 
are 
forgiven; if you retain the sins 
of any, they are retained.” Thus 
he was sending them out into 
the world with a purpose--to 
continue his memory and carry 
on his work. Hie cross was not 
to be the end but the beginning. 
T h i, s 
'Commission, 
when 
considered in connection with 
Christ’s words to' Peter, “I will 
give 
you 
the 
keys 
of 
the 
kingdom: whatever you bind on 
earth shall be considered bound 
in heaven; whatever you loose 
on earth shall be loosed in 
heaven”-has been the subject 
of 
much 
theological 
con­ 
troversy. One branch of the 
Christian church has interpreted 
it to mean that the disciples, 
as founders of the church, were 
invested with 
the power to 
forgive sins and admit or bar 
individuals from heaven. This 
delegated authority the disciples 
handed down to the institutional 
church of the succeeding cen­ 
turies. 
Other Christians do not in­ 
terpret 
the 
commission 
so 
literally. On the basis of the 
Greek words used and the tense 
in which they were written 
some scholars feel that the 
disciples were not necessarily 
given the right to forgive or 
refuse to forgive sins but were 
imparted a special insight into 
granting or withholding already 
determined 
in 
the 
divine 
judgment. 
Importance of the Commission 
A l t h o u g h historically the 
interpretation of the church’s 
commission 
has 
resulted 
in 
'Conflicting 
institutional 
struc­ 
tures and claims of authority, 
the most important thing about 
it was that it was given by 
Christ 
in 
a 
miraculous 
ap­ 
pearance to the disciples after 
his death. It indicated plainly 
that Ms ministry and. witness
